HEN I FIRST READ THIS PHRASE, I doubted its truth. Strictly speaking, 
does shadow make light more beautiful? First I thought of those beautiful 
sunsets that we all see. Don’t we look only at the flaming sphere slowly 
sinking below the horizon? But here I found an unexpected proof that the 
quotation was correct. The proof is latent in the one word “horizon,” for it 
is in the horizon that we find the shadow. I found that it is in contrast to 
this shadow that I think invariably of the passing sun. Perhaps this is not 
a proof to you; you may never think of the sombre hills or mysterious lake 
or peaceful ocean beneath the sun, but for me, all my sunsets are connected 
with the darker world below. 


Then I thought of the most picturesque city that I have seen—gay 
Seville, emphatically the city of light and shade. To me, Seville is one of 
those delightful places where, just as you begin to think that you will never 
again see the sun, you find it lurking behind a corner ready to burst upon 
you in Mediterranean glory. But perhaps you don’t agree with me; perhaps 
the city of your dreams is London. It seems to be a city entirely of shadow, 
and none can deny that it is picturesque withal. But I ask, “Does it equal 
Seville?” For me, it does not! 


Next I thought of a trade fast becoming an art, photography. Certainly 
here, shadow makes the art all that it is; for who has seen a truly beautiful 
snapshot composed only of light? I remember one photograph which was 
printed in the “Times” because it had won a competition solely on account 
of its artistic value. It was of a small boy holding a candle; on the wall 
behind was his shadow, making the figure doubly beautiful. 


Does the ocean bewitch you on a light but cloudy day when its entire 
surface is equally bright, as it does on a sunny morning when each ripple is 
a prismatic sparkle contrasted against the dull green of the deep water? How 
could it? For it is the brilliant flash of light against darkness which gives 
the sea its charm. 


Again, one wanders in the sunshine for a whole morning, perhaps occa- 
sionally thinking of the sun’s warmth but never of its beauty. Then one 
enters a dark and gloomy cathedral. After a few moments in which the 
damp, melancholy atmosphere seems to seep in and overpower a natural 
geniality, one goes out into the daylight once more. Immediately the mag- 
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nificence of the sun is overwhelming, where before it was unnoticed. In this 
case absence of light is noticeably contrasted with its presence. 


Probably the chief reason that most people do not care for Chinese 
paintings and find them so very unrealistic is because the Chinese never paint 
shadow. Compare a fourteenth century painting of a EKuropean artist with 
any Chinese painting, and you will be startled by an impression of relief in 
the European painting when contrasted with the flat Oriental type. In doing 
this you cannot fail to notice how the shadow beautifies the work. 


From these few examples I think you can understand why I came to 
the conclusion that there was much truth in the statement “Shades more 
sweetly recommend the light.”
